Never trouble a patient with ques- 


tions about food: the effort of making 
a decision is a strain upon an iuvalid. 
The aim should be to provide some 
small surprise at meal times, if possi- 
ble, to stimulate the appetite. 


It is always unwise to allow a pa- 


tient to get into the babit of inquiring 
what the clinical thermometer regis- 
ters each time it is used. A rise in 
temperature may make a nervous pef- 
sou very uueasy and thereby increase 
the fever considerably. 


If possible, choose a room facing 


south or southwest for a sick person, 
provided it is quiet and away from 
street 
noisc-s. 
A 


should Le avoided. 


northern

Do not allow the 


bed to face the light, as this is tiring 
to both bruin and eyes. 


The bed should not be too broad. 


Three feet six inches is wide enough, 
as it is then an easy waiter to lift 
and turn the patient from either side. 


The floor of the sick room should 


be wiped over every day with a cloth 
wrung oat iu water and some good 
disinfectant. 


A nurse should take special pains 


to be scrupulously clean and neat in 
her dress. Trilling details which may 
pass unnoticed in ordinary life loom 
large on the patient's limited horizon. 


Remember, too, that unending tact 


and patience must be exercised with 
a sick person, for weariness and ir- 
ritability are the accompaniments of 
Illness, especially in the early' stages 
of convalescence. 


When talking to a patient a nurse 


should always stand or sit where the 
former has not to strain the eyes in 
order to see clearly, few things being 
more Irritating than to have to lie in 
a twisted position with the head at an 
uncomfortable angle, so as to follow 
what Is said. 


In cases of Ions illness, the nurse 


should spare herself as much as pos- 
sible, husbanding her strength not 
only for the time when her powers 
of endurance may be tried to the ut- 
most, but for the 
period 
of 
con- 


valescence, when, periiaps, her untir- 
ing service is most in demand by the 
invalid. 


Rest is very important to the ama- 


teur nurse, and four hours unbroken 
sleep are worth much more to her 
than a whole night of disturbed 
anxious slumber. It Is much better to 
divide the night into watches if there 
Is more than one member of the fam- 
ily available, than to try to be more 
or less on the qui vlve the whole night 
through.

ON OUT-DOOR LIVING. 


Boqocnt Vl«* for Porch Life—Xafc. 


ing the Porch Attractive with 


Vint* and Flower*. 


Porch life Is a babit. and if you 


have not already acquired it, begin at. 
Once. 


People do not begin to realize the 


Importance of outside life, nor how 
comparatively easy a matter it is for 
the entire family to spend many hours 
of the day outside the walls of the 
house. If porch life were more sys- 
tematically adhered to. there would be 
less necessity for that "month in the 
country with the children," which 
closes up so many pretty homes and 
leaves a desolated house for father to 
return to at night. Three mouths of 
porch life is none too much for a fam- 
ily that spends the other nine months 
in a furnace-heated house where up- 
holstered furniture and rugs and hang- 
ings abound, and where, in spite of 
constant care, the air is filled with 
bacteria-laden dust. 


Begin to plan in the spring. If the 


porch hitherto has been bare 01 vines, 
plant some of the quick-growing varie- 
ties.that will bring the desired results 
this season, and later put in the roots 
of perennials. Clematis, woodbine, 
trumpet flower, ivies, and honey- 
suckles are all 
favorite 
perennials, 


while the mottled Japanese hop vine, 
the scarlet and pink flowering bean, 
and even the old-fashioned, humble 
morning glory are rapid growers, and 
in the course of a few weeks give the 
coveted privacy and shade. One of the 
charms of these 
watching 
their 


latter varieties is 
remarkably speedy 


growth. 
One family, 
about 
whose 


east porch had been planted a quan- 
tity of the scarlet creeping beans, took 
the pains to ascertain the growth dur- 
ing 12 hours of one of these vines. A 
string was tied to the tip of an ambi- 
tious plant at seven o'clock one eve- 
ning; at seven the following morning 
It had registered a growth of six and 
three-quarter Inches. These beans are 
veritable magnets to the humming- 
birds, which hover about them all 
through the summer, their beautiful 
little bright-hued bodies a continual 
source of joy to the observing. 


The boxes of flowers should be of the 


hardy varieties—the brilliant gerani- 
ums, 
salvia, many-colored petunias, 


combined with vines or plants of the 
climbing variety, such as nasturtiums 
and sweet alyssum, and with fringing 
ferns. If you are planning to have a 
general color scheme for your porch— 
and this is an easy matter and most 
pleasing in its results—be careful that 
the flowers do not form a jarring note 
to the general tone.—Good Health.

75 eggs each. The incubuior Is heat- 
ed by means of a coll of eight steam 
pllies passing over the top of the egg 
chamber on one side and returning on 
the other. These pipes ar« connected 
at one end with a water tank and 
heater. 
The water flowing through 


the pipes is heated ;o exactly the right 
temperature, a thermostat attached 
to the stove opening and closing the 
drafts to make this possible. The only 
attention required by the heater is 
supplying it 
with ooal 
night 
and 


morning. The thermostat is an ex- 
pansion tank which stands over the 
heater. The tank is filled with oil in 
which is a float. As the heat of the 
furnace 
warms 
the 
water 
in 


the jacket surrounding the heater ex- 
pands and the float rises. This move- 
ment actuates a throttle attached to 
the float arm and shuts the draft of 
the heater; another lever at the same 
time opens the cold air draft of the 
furnace. In this way the temperature 
is automatically regulated with ex- 
tremely little variation, the eggs being 
kept at a temperature of 102 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
A second novel feature 


Is that the heat of the eggs is regu- 
lated by raising and lowering them in 
the egg chamber, which Is nearly a 
foot high inside, burlap separating It 
from the pipes. The egg trays rest on 
double frames hinged by galvanized 
arms. As the chicks develop the trays 
are lowered on these supports, the 
first drop being made in six days, and 
others at Intervals, until on the twen- 
ty-first day the trays are resting on 
the bottom of the chambers.

Nickels Paid Into New York Street 


Car Companies Beach an En- 


ormous Total. 


It is probable that all the five-cent 


pieces now In existence would uot 
have more than paid the cash fruts 
collected on the New York City Hail- 
way company lines alone. According 
to the report of the state railroad com- 
mission, the number of cash fares 
paid in 1905 in New York reached the- 
enormous total of 1,171,151,698. At the 
cents each that amounts to I5S.557,- 
584.90. In the period from 1793 to the 
close of 1904 the total value of the 
five-cent pieces coined in this country 
amounted to only 824,175,788.15. II all 
the three-cent pieces 
and 
two-tent 


pieces and the cents and half-cents 
were added it would still leave a total 
in money far less than that represent- 
ed by the collection of cash fares m 
New York. WIch a reasonable allow- 
ance for the number of coins that 
must have been lost and destroyed in 
one way or another since our mi tit 
was opened, it is probable that the 
total amount of change now in 
this 


country, including all coins between a 
dollar and three cents, would not ex- 
ceed the Sum which was collected last 
year on the New York transportation 
lines.

care, and the utmost patience, is not 
likely to result in marked good, and 
may result in vast harm.

Chalk, though subject to chemical ac- 
tion, withstands heat wonderfully. 
Magnesia, titanic acid and Iron oxide 
are other simple natural compounds, 
but the electric furnace is producing 
many complex manufactured materi- 
als, like carborundum, that are taking 
their place for practical purposes. In 
working with great heat the electric 
furnace offers an enormous 
advan- 


tage, as the Intensest heating Is In- 
ternal and substances can be acted 
upon by temperatures that would de- 
stroy the crucible walls If applied from 
the outside.

THE JERUSALEM ARTICHOKE 


Peculiar Qualities of a Tuber That 


Grows on the Roots of the 


Sunflower. 


Most young folks in the country are 


familiar with the sweet, crisp, juicy 
tubers known as artichokes. 
These, 


says an article on "Nature and Sci- 
ence," in St. Nicholas, grow on the 
roots of the sunflower known to bot- 
anists as 
Helianthus tuberosis, and 


are commonly called Jerusalem arti- 
chokes. Under this common name you 
will find tho tubers offered for sale in 
most seed catalogues. 


The plants are easily grown In al- 


most any kind of soil. At first glance 
the tubers have somewhat the appear- 
ance of potatoes, but unlike them they 
may be eaten raw like radishes, or 
they may be pickled or cooked. Re- 
cipes are to be found 
In all 
cook 


books. 


These artichokes are entirely differ- 


ent (yot not far distant in a botanical 
way) 
from tho globe artichokes which 


are grown in California, and perhaps 
elsewhere exclusively for their edible 
flower buds. These are never eaten 
raw. 
Even when cooked they 
are 


rather tasteless. Personally, I thlnK 
thoy are not to be compared, as an 
acceptable vegetable, with the Jerusa- 
lem artichoke, sometimes even now 
found In old-fashioned gardens.

Experiments In' 
this direction by the French authorl-- 
ties at Paris have been very sriceess^ 
ful, says Country Life In America. The, 
hybrid Is smaller than the horse. It 1* 
an exceedingly tough and wiry animal, 
and will be suited to the warmer sec- 
tions of the United States. The his- 
tory of the American mule Is sug- 
gestive of the possibilities of the zebral 
A century ago the mule was a veryt 
scarce- animal In the United States. 
Washington had done much to direct 
attention to his merits and had loaned 
the services of a large Spanish OacK, 
presented to him by the 
king of; 
Spain. But the mule did not becom* 
popular until well Into the century. 
At our last census, however, we hart 
nearly 3,000,000 mules with a taxable 
value of 1250,000,000. The possibility* 
from the two zebras are Immense— 
they may combine with the donkey 
and back into the horse and thus la- 
troauce entirely new strains.

A good sized pineapple contains two 


pints of juice, a fact that gives an idea 
of what n slice of tlie fruit will do for 
digestion. If cooked, the piuenpiik- 
loses its virtue iu this respect. It may 
be asked whether the consumption of 
the somewhat woody fruit itself is ben- 
eficial or not. for that can scarcely be 
easily digestible. 


Without doubt it is the juice which 


does the good, not the flesh of the pine- 
apple, but the property of 1!ic juice is 
so effective that the eating of the fruit 
Itself can do no harm and may even be 
beneficial. Inasmuch as it takes soir.e 
of the strength of the juice to di^olve 
It and so prevents the stomach suffer- 
ing from the too violent effects of the 
juice.

In its simplest form au earthquake 


indicator might be a traj- with notched 
edges so filled Wtth mercury tliut a 
shaking of the earth would cause au 
overflow In the direction of the move- 
ment. In the instrument used by sci- 
ence the pendulum is employed, verti- 
cal by some Italians, horizontal by the 
Japanese, English, most European and 
American observers. A movement of 
the earth affects everything but the 
pendulum, which is so freely hung as 
to remain stationary, and a recording 
device makes tho result visible. Of old 
with the vertical pendulum a shavp 
point drew the profile of the move- 
ments on a blackened surface. Photo- 
graphic paper in moving strips serve? 
the modern instruments. 


The horizontal pendulum turns on n 


vertical axis and carries at its extrem- 
ity a heavy weight which earth shock 
does not reach. In the Milne seismo- 
graph a platinum sheet attached to this 
weight has a slit intersecting at right 
angles a slit in a second sheet under- 
neath. In times of quiet reflected light 
passing through both silts makes one 
point nud prints a straight lino ou the 
moving bromide paper. 
When the 


earth shakes the lower slit moves aud 
the line becomes crooked, according to 
tbe strength of the shock. A clockwork 
ftrr.'ingement with shutters ai;rl a light 
times the disturbance.

NAILED TO THE CROSS. 


Two Tl:ictcn That Were Cr«cJ- 


flc-d Wltli tlie Saviour. 


In nine out of ten pictures of the cru- 


cifixion where Christ's two companions 
in death are represented they are pic- 
tured as having been fastened to the 
cross with thongs or cords. The (picr,- 
tlon naturally arises, Were tlie thieve'-; 
In reality bounrt to their different iu- 
struir.euts of torture while the blessed 
Saviour was nailed to his? And. if so, 
which moac of death was considered 
the more ignominious—binding or nail- 
ing? The remoteness of the event and 
the fact ih.it in this case historic-ill truth 
tuny have bean -sacriflccd to pictorial 
effect make the above questions hard 
ones to answer. The early writers al- 
most Invariably refer to the thieves us 
having bean nailed to the cross, while 
the early picture makers adhere;.! to 
the general rule of representing them 
as having been tied or bound to their 
separate crosses. 


If wo are to give nny credence to the 


story of the holy Empress Helen ana 
her reputes.! discovery of the three 
crosses in the year 32S A. D., the two 
thieves vrere nailed to the'r crosses la 
a manner similar to that observed in 
tho crucifixion of tho Saviour. This 
conclusion has been settled upon for 
this reason: mien the tbroo crosses 
were disinterred from tho mound In 
which tradition said thoy had bce:i 
buried, thftt upon which Christ hnd 
suffered v.-as only distinguished from 
the other two by the miracles it per- 
formed. This would certainly suffice 
to prove that nil three of the Instru- 
ments of torture bore similar nail 
marks rncl that the tradition of Christ 
being the only one railed was j;ot 
known at that time.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic.
